To quote freely from information 
received from the Press Section of the 
French Embassy, the Paris Mint is 
one of the oldest institutions in the 
history of France. It was in existence 
early in the ninth century, when 
Charlemagne used the royal palace as a 
center for minting coins. A special 
“Department of the Mint'' was 
established in 1358. In 1552 Henry II 
moved its operation from outside to 
inside his palace. Later he moved it again 
to a site near the Pont Neuf, where it 
remained until its present quarters were 
built. 

In 1770 the present site was acquired. 
This is on the left bank of the Seine 
River between I'lnstitut de France and le 
Pont Neuf. Its address is 11 Quai de 
Conti. Quai means embankment and 
Conti was the name of the family that 
gave the property along the Seine's 
embankment for the building of the 
Mint. The Contis were a collateral 
branch of the Bourbon family that ruled 
France without interruption from 1589 
until Louis XVI was deposed in 1792. 

The palace-like structure had its 
cornerstone laying ceremony on April 
30, 1771, with the setting of the stone by 
TAbbe Terray, Controller-General of 
Finance acting on behalf of Louis XV. 
The building is the masterwork of 
Jacques-Denis Antoine, who was 
appointed its architect by Louis XV after

a competition among French 
architects of the day. Antoine was only 
thirty-five years of age at the time of the 
commission and was relatively 
unknown. 

Medals and medallions have 
constituted a branch of the coining 
industry since it was first established at 
the Rome Mint in the 15th century 
and introduced to the Paris Mint in the 
16th century. Of course we know that 
medals have been struck (or cast) since 
the days of the early Olympic Games in 
ancient Greece, but not, to our 
knowledge, by the same personnel and 
on the same equipment that struck coins 
until recent times. 

Today the collection of medals at the 
Paris Mint retraces the history of 
France medallically from Louis XII (1462- 
1515) to the present. In addition, the 
collection Includes varied works of art 
from pure classicism to modern abstract 
art, including impressionism, surrealism 
and the numerous modes of 
expressionism. 



We would be remiss if we did not add 
that the early medals of our new nation, 
prior to the establishment of our own 
mint in Philadelphia in 1793, were 
produced at the Paris Mi nt and designed 
by French sculptor-medalists. Pierre 
Simon Duvivler designed the 
'"Washington Before Boston,'' “Lt. Col. 
John E. Howard," "Lt. Col. William 
Washington," and the "Francois de 
Fluery" medals, all struck by an Act of 
Congress (COMITIA AMERICANA) 
between 1776 and 1781. Duvivier also 
designed the Washington presidential 
medal. Other Revolutionary War heroes 
had medals designed by Nicholas 
Gatteaux and Augustin Dupre, who 
were also employed at the Paris Mint. 
And the most famous of ail American 
medals, the "Libertas Americana" medal 
was designed by Benjamin Franklin, 
executed by Dupre, and struck by the 
Paris Mint. 

In 1963, a group of amateurs of many 
nationalities convened in Paris to form 
Le Club Francais de la Medaille (The 
French Medal Club), for the express 
purpose of encouraging original works. 
It immediately received encouragement 
from the Paris Mint, to the extent that it 
is headquartered at the Mint and its 
publications are prepared and paid for 
by I 'Administration des Monnaie et 
Medailles (the Bureau of the Mint) and 
M. Pierre Dehaye, Directeur des 
Monnaies et Medailles.

The rules of the French Medal Club 
are as follows: 

Article 1. The Club has its 
headquarters at the Paris Mint, 11 Quai 
de Conti, Paris 6, France. 

The Club has a correspondent in each 
of the sale stores of the Paris Mint. 

Article 2. Membership is open free 
of charge to anyone who wishes to take 
part in its objectives and approves of its 
rules. 

Articles. The object of the Club is to 
promote public interest in the art of the 
medal and to supply medal collectors 
with information as complete as possible 
on medal production In France and 
abroad. 

It makes available for its members 
medals of limited issue in the conditions 
set forth in the following articles. 

Article 4. The Club publishes a 
periodical bulletin and proposes In each 
issue of the bulletin a series of new 
medals. Visits and lectures can be 
organized as a means of information and 
documentation on the art of the medal. 


Article 5. The selection proposed 
includes numbered cast and struck 
medals which are either special issues of 
the Club or special editions of the 
general collection of the Paris Mint. 

For each issue and following its 
numerotation member orders are filled 
according to the date of their reception. 

Article 6. Members of the Club 
undertake to purchase each year at least 
four medals chosen among the issues 
reserved for the Club or in the general 
collection (historical or modern) of the 
Paris Mint. 

Article 7. Members enjoy the free 
service of the Bulletin of the F.M.C. and 
the private issues of the Club are also 
available to them. 

Article 8. Moreover, the Club will 
offer a free medal to every member who 
has purchased six medals in a 
maximum period of 18 months, no 
matter whether these medals have been 
chosen either among the Club medals or 
from the general collection.

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Enclosed with each Issue of the 
Bulletin is an order form listing the new 
and recent items still available. Some of 
the items, especially cast plaques, are 
limited to a mere 25 copies. Other, 
generally str uck copies, may have been a 
limited edition of 100 in silver and 400 in 
bronze. Still others may be a limited 
edition for members in one size, 
followed by an unlimited striking in a 
reduced size. For example, one 
recent medal, Amitie (friendship) was 
offered to Club members in copper, 
with only 100 examples to be struck in 
size 74 mm. Club members paid 75 francs 
for their limited edition. The public paid 
41 francs for the smaller unlimited 
copies. 

The Bulletin has a special section that 
describes and pictures the limited 
editions in detail.

Taking advantage of the availability and legality of gold, the ANA will issue the 
1975 convention medal in coin gold as well as in the usual fine silver and bronze 
editions. The .900 fine gold medal will be the same size as the ladies' bronze 
badge and medal of past conventions, approximately 19 mm., and will use the 
designs of the bronze and silver pieces. 

The price of the gold medal, housed in a plastic holder compatible with the 
holder for the regular set, will be $75. It will be available to ANA members by 
advance subscription ONLY in view of the obvious fact that the Association does 
not want to over-produce them. A firm order and full remittance must be 
received not later than August 11. 

The gold medals will be ordered from the manufacturer before the 
convention but cannot, of course, be struck and housed for delivery there. 
Hence, all of the gold medals will be mailed to the purchasers following the 
convention. They will be serially numbered from 1 to the number produced but 
it will not be feasible to assign numbers by request.

The Die Stress Controversy

Introduction 

How can you tell if your coins are genuine and struck by dies or counterfeit 
and cast? Die stress detection is a key method used by professional 
numismatists to sort struck coins from castings^ This procedure has been 
questioned in several recent articles, creating a major numismatic controver- 
sy. ^ The main purpose of this article is to affirm the initial exposition of the die 
stress detection procedure and to offer absolute and incontrovertible 
photographic evidence supporting the die stress detection procedure. A 
second purpose is to examine the scholarship used to dispute the die stress 
method. 
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I The Die Stress Controversy 


Die stress detection, a procedure in- 
volving microscopic examination of 
recessed portions of reeded coin edges, 
the facings of border denticles, and 
design and letter junaions with the 
field, assists in determining whether a 
coin is die struck or cast copy 
counterfeit. In order to defend genuine 
die struck coins from the label ''cast,'' 
the serious student of numismatics and 
the readers of The Numismatist need a 
definitive exposition of die stress to 
distinguish between die struck and cast 
copy pieces. This exposition centers on 
the critical point of the die stress con- 
troversy, whether or not die stress can 
transfer from genuine to cast copy 
pieces. 

The notion that crisp, pristine sharp, 
or razor thin lines, which are identified 
as die stress, can exactly transfer to 
castings must be immediately rejected. 
Extensive contact has been maintained 
with the U.S. Mint Lab, ANACS and 


Professor Wirtz Harrison, a founder of 
the jewelry casting seminars held at 
Richland College in Dallas, Texas. These 
references have never rejected the 
validity of the die stress thesis. No 
reputable source has claimed to 
recognize sharp, pristine, razor thin 
lines on cast pieces. 

Die stress detection, as originally 
stated, "cannot be used in a vacuum. 
Struck counterfeits, using dies, may 
show die stress and therefore 
necessitate other detection procedures. 
The first twenty or so genuine coins 
struck from new dies may show no 
stress. Proof coins, from constantly 
polished dies, usually show no stress. 
Stress appears only as the die wears and 
deteriorates. Microscopic inspection of 
coins, therefore, whether with the 
readily available 16 -power hand lens^ or 
the more powerful binocular zoom 
microscope (both routinely used in the 
research for the die stress article), must 
be used in conjunction with experienc- 
ed visual recognition, weight and 
specific gravity analysis, consensus of

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opinion by students of a series, regular 
mint artistry and other processes. The 
importance of multiple analyses in- 
creases as the value of the coin in- 
creases. For most inexpensive coins, die 
stress detection alone is sufficient to 
determine if the piece is die struck and 
genuine or cast copy and counterfeit. 

Die stress, the crisp, pristine, razor 
sharp thin lines which show at 90 degree 
angles in the recessed portions of a coin* 
is an empirically demonstrable 
phenomena. Use of die stress detection 
does not depend on remote laboratories 
or excessively expensive equipment. As 
the die is used, the slight movement of 
planchet metal gradually cuts grooves 
into the die, particularly at juncture 
points (the interior rims) of the die 


surface with the incuse portions of the 
die. 

Professor Wirtz Harrison wrote: 

No cast piece can reproduce the 
detail as accurately as die struck 
objects.... 

there is always some shrinkage 
reflected in softened corners and 
slight blurring of very fine lines.... 

Very, very fine detail does not 
reproduce by any investment - wax 
method of casting - such as the 
stress marks mentioned. The shrink- 
ing of the cooling metal would 
obscure them.^ 

(Emphasis is Professor Harrison's.) 
Professor Harrison has also observed 
that the latest techniques in casting have 
not changed in the last 15 years.

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II Evidence 

Documentary, photographic 
evidence for die stress does exist. 
Photographs can also demonstrate the 
failure of quality castings to transfer the 
razor thin lines of die stress. Die stress 
transfer from a genuine coin to a cast 
copy is impossible. The very, very fine 
detail of die stress is lost by the wax, the 
investment, and the shrinking metal. 

Fig. 1 illustrates die stress and the 2,500 
per inch frequency of these razor thin 
lines. The first photo (Fig. la ) shows the 
end point of the G (from the D. G.) on 
the reverse of the 1747 pillar dollar 
(AN ACS #239) used as the model coin for 
the original die stress article. The end 
point of the G, in the first photo, is 
enlarged 16 times. The next illustration 
(Fig. lb) is 40 times enlarged and the 
final (Fig. Ic ) is 80 times the original. In 
this photo one can count 60 lines per six- 
tenths millimeter or 2,500 lines per inch. 

The top portion of Fig. 2 is a genuine 
1754 pillar dollar struck in Mexico City 
(AN ACS #741). Beneath it, and spotted, 
is a similar coin identified by AN ACS as a 
cast counterfeit. The cast counterfeit is 
an excellent fake. It is not detectable by 
simple visual analysis nor by comparison 


of edges.Photographsof theedge,(Fig.3) 
enlarged about 8 times, reveal how well 
the casting was done. The piece is a 
model fake. However, both die stress 
analysis and specific gravity analysis 
reveal it for what it is. 

Compare this model 1754 fake with 
the genuine 1747 pi^ar dollar, the model 
coin for the origin il die stress article. 
Placed side by side, enlarged 8times, the 
denticles of the genuine coin show die 
stress and the false piece shows nothing. 
As you enlarge the photo (Fig. 4) of the 
denticles on the false issue, perhaps two 
or three fat fused lines show at 16 power, 
where the casting attempted to transfer 
stress lines. Nothing on the false piece 
(Fig. 5) approximates the criterion of 
crisp, pristine, razor sharp lines. At 
twenty power, and from a different

angle, the failure of this quality casting 
to transfer die stress remains obvious 
(Fig. 6). 

The denticles of the 1747 pillar dollar, 
however, are loaded with die stress. 
Between the H and I of HISPAN on the 
reverse, at 16 power (Fig. 7a), one sees 
clearly the sharp, pristine, razor thin 
quality of die stress. At 30 and 40 power 
(Fig. 7b and 7c) that quality remains.

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Die stress, left by the collar die, can 
also be observed. This die stress shows in 
the 'Valley'' between the "hills" of a 
reeded edge coin.^ This photo (Fig. 8) is 
of the edge of a common date Morgan 
silver dollar, enlarged about 80 times. 

Ancient pieces coined by the hammer 
and anvil method, as well as modern 
coins struck by hydraulic press, show die 
stress to evidence their wrenching 
ordeal. Thisancientsilver coin (Fig. 9a), a 
Phoenician tetradrachm or "shekel of 
Tyre," (ex. Kosoff) has beautiful stress 
above the E in the reverse legend. This 
can be seen (Fig. 9b and 9c) when 
enlarged 8 times and again at 40 power.

Die stress may also be seen on mint 
marks. Here Is the D of a 1916D Mercury 
dime (ANACS #8660). At 16 power (Fig. 
10a), the stress is visible on the top of the 
D, while at 80 power (Fig. 10b), the die 
stress is pronounced. 

Even die cracks can show stress lines. 
Here (Fig. 11a), on an 1823 Mexico 
hookneck 8 reales reverse^ Is a section of 
a die crack above the B and L in 
REPUBLICA. At 10 and 40 power (Fig. 11b 
and 11c) the die stress is dramatic. 

Can a cast piece show these genuine 
die stress lines? The only empirical 
answer Is "No." If these die stress lines, 
2,500 per inch, are viewed only as faintly 
"softer,"® rather than non-existant on 
cast transfer pieces, then the ability of 
some numismatists to describe reality 
has evaporated. If the die stress theory 
can be proven wrong, then, under 
ANACS supervision> those who allege 
that its teachings are "100% wrong"^ 
must cast a counterfeit with pristine, 
crisp, razor sharp lines with 2,500 lines 
per inch frequency. Only then will un- 
documented hearsay be transformed 
into scientific fact. 

No empirical evidence has been 
produced to demonstrate that die stress 
detection falls when applied to modern 
castings, even though modern castings 
with sophisticated equipment make 
better copies of coins than old fashioned 
French sand techniques. One critic of 
the die stress method has laid much 
emphasis on a $10 gold piece. This item 
was used as part of a counterfeit detec- 
tion seminar and was allegedly cast and 
highly deceptive. The $10 gold piece 
was photographed for Numismatic

Scrapbook Magazine and the photo 
took field radials, not die stress, for its 
focus.” The photo (or the casting) was so 
faulty that a major die crack on the 
original coin did not show on the alleg- 
ed counterfeit. This piece was solicited 
for detailed examination and die stress 
analysis for this article, but the piece has 
been reported missing. 

The flat field of a coin was never 
suggested by the die stress article as an 
appropriate place for analysis. Field 
radials and 90 degree angle die stress are 


collectively known as “metal flow lines.'' 
However, field radials, or flow lines, 
were not included in the definition of 
die stress. Field radials, created by the 
slight movement of planchet metal un- 
der the impact of a die, show like 
numerous wind blown caps of waves on 
a small lake on the obverse and reverse 
flat surfaces of a coin. These field radials 
are also called “frost radials" on an 
uncirculated, or nearly so, coin. Before 
wear effects these radials, they reflect 
light in a circular, diameter-wide way. 
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giving uncirculated coins their 
characteristic brilliance or "mint 
bloom." 

Cast coins do not reflect light as 
genuine die struck uncirculated coins 
do. This identifying characteristic is 
restricted to uncirculated and about 
uncirculated coins and thus was not 
included in the original discussion on 
die stress detection.!^ The extent to 
which field radials may be imitated by 
casting techniques is for Charles Hoskins 
and the ANA Certification Service to 
determine. 

Ill Numismatic Scholarship 

The articles following and questioning 
the original die stress research findings 
are eloquent testimony to the current 
state of counterfeit detection and 
scholarly numismatic writing. Specialists 
in counterfeit detection must have rais- 
ed eyebrows when significant 
qualifications on the original die stress 
study - the importance of regular mint 
artistry, specific gravity, consensus of 
ofDinion, etc. - were dismissed as mere 
“window dressing. Other unscholarly 
errors followed. 

The key definition of die stress was 
reworked to fit one commentator’s con- 
cept of flow lines. This reformulation 
resulted in an argument based on his 
definition of die stress rather than the 
article’s. This same commentator mis- 
represented the position of the Mint Lab 
when he alleged that the Lab has seen 
and mapped thousands of cast 
counterfeit coins. The Mint Lab has 
seen thousands of counterfeits, but they 
are not prepared to say whether these 
are cast, except for crude, obvious 
pieces, or struck or made by other 
means. A quotation from Don Taxay 
was attributed to another source. 
Another quotation missed the subject of 
the sentence so that the entire idea was 
distorted.!^ Moreover, the inference 
that the die stress article’s advice would 
close ANACS and have the world’s 
counterfeiters "dancing in the streets”iii 
was unworthy of a scholarly numismatic 
exchange. 


This suggestion that thefirst commen- 
tator has a mold which can produce a 
coin with die stress Is intriguing. If this 
can be done, let it be done. If, under 
ANA supervision, this commentator can 
empirically demonstrate that cast coins 
can show genuine diestress, he will have 
advanced the state of numismatic 
knowledge. Until the piece Is cast and 
the position proved, the case is 
meaningless. Authority without 
evidence is worthless. 

The second commentator mis- 
understood the article.i^ He, for exam- 
ple, suggested that the study was intend- 
ed only to apply to eighteenth century 
Spanish-American pillar dollars. Not so. 
The article clearly stated that for 
superior "specimens of ancient, 
medieval and modern coins struck from 
dies, evidence of this wrenching ordeal 
is shown." The next assertion, that 
greater die pressure would result in the 
recessed design being solidly filled Is 
unfounded. The flowing metal of struck 
planchets, repeated moving against the 
working die, scores lines into the die. 
Greater pressure, on a used die, would 
indeed leave die stress lines on a coin. 

This commentator alleged that 
counterfeits from forged dies were not 
included or excluded from the original 
discussion. Not so. All struck 
counterfeits were specifically excluded 
from the discussion, hence those struck 
from forged dies were excluded. 

The implication that die stress was an 
improper and imprecise numismatic 
term is fallacious. The authoritative U. S. 
Mint Lab has offered its opinion that die 
stress lines are “minute grooves which 
are worn into the die by planchet metal 
moving (often radially) past the dies 
surface. ’’-11 Stress on the die was an 
accurate description of the phenomena 
under investigation. Further, the Mint 
Lab confirms the observation that not all 
struck coins have these lines. They note 
that one “does not observe such lines on 
early strikes from a die. Thus, most proof 
coins do not have such lines. ’’-i 

Finally, the second commentator has 
confused the plain modern meaning of 
edge, milled edge, with classical usage. 
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Everyone, he believes, should speak and 
write only of reeded edges for modern 
collar die implanted edges on coins. Yet, 
in his co-authored classic on the 1804 
dollar, he admits the common usage of 
milled edge.^^ Additionally, In Mort 
Reed’s standard reference, the term 
milled edge for reeded edge Is used.^^ 
Hence, the entire finale of the second 
commentator’s article was irrelevant. 

IV Conclusion 

The case against die stress, argued 
without supporting evidence and but- 
tressed by questionable scholarship, has 
collapsed under its own weight. Die 
stress detection can be used to assist the 
numismatist determine whether his 
specimens are die struck or cast. 

To call fake pieces ‘‘genuine” is a 
numismatic disgrace. To call genuine 
coins ‘‘cast counterfeit” is equally 
reprehensible. Experience suggests that 
coins are being called cast counterfeits 
without check across the continent. 
One group of 43 pieces, chosen from 
ANA auctions and advertisers over the 
past quarter century, was believed by 
one of this article’s authors to be com- 
posed of genuine specimens. Each of 
these pieces was submitted to the first 
commentator In the 1970-1973 period 
for hisopinion. Every piece was declared 
a cast counterfeit. Since then the coins 
have been submitted to ANACS and 42 
of the 43 pieces have received cer- 
tificates of authenticity. This provides a 
97.67% correct record for die stress 
advocates and a 2.33% correct record for 


the opposition. While these coins were 
analyzed with conventional procedures, 
a supplemental procedure Is also 
available - destroying the coin. In 
destructive analysis, the coin Is sec- 
tioned, treated with acid and the 
molecular structure examined. A train- 
ed metalurgist can then determine if the 
piece was struck or cast. 

Guided by these facts, numismatists 
everywhere who have had coins with die 
stress called cast counterfeits must send 
them to ANACS for an accurate status 
report. The damage, financial and psy- 
chological, generated by calling die 
struck coins ‘‘cast” Is unimaginable. The 
worst possible consequence is that these 
genuine coins might have been loaned 
or donated to ‘‘collections of 
counterfeits” where they then become 
the standard by which other, equally 
genuine, coins are called “cast.” All 
reference collections of counterfeits 
ought to be immediately submitted to 
ANACS for analysis. 

Ultimately, the only way in which the 
student of numismatics can be assured 
that the standards of accuracy and 
numismatic scholarship are being met 
by those in positions of authority is to 
apply to those authorities the same 
challenges and standards of scientific 
scholarship which exist throughout the 
modern world. Hypothesis must be 
tested, observation confirmed, informa- 
tion shared. A commitment to truth, 
scholarly documentation, and full and 
complete disclosure will insure that the 
science of numismatics protects those 
who enjoy its benefits. 
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The World^s First Three-Part Medal

My intention with the two 
mirrors is to emphasize the effect of the genius on our modern way of living.”

Plasters Refined, Galvanos Made, 
and A Trip to Washington 

Following the March 6 selection of the 
three designs that would soon be im- 
mortalized in metal, it was necessary for 
the technical staff of the Bureau of the 
Mint to review the plasters submitted 
and recommend changes necessary 
from a production standpoint. Of par- 
ticular concern was that the designs be 
properly balanced to allow for an even 
flow of metal. 

Supervising these operations was the 
gracious, artistic chief sculptor of the 
United States Mint, Frank Gasparro, who 
not only broadened parts of the letter- 
ing but helped revise parts of the design 
which were still not quite historically 
accurate. Without exception, Ahr, Hun- 
tington and Williams agreed that the 
changes were beneficial to the design. 
Gasparro's concern was not with making 
substantial changes for aesthetic con- 
sideration he wanted historically ac- 
curate representations that could be 
effectively produced. 

Progress on refining the plasters, and 
making copper galvanos from them 
proceeded nicely. By early April, the

work was nearly complete. When they 
emerged completed at mid-month, they 
represented a refined version of the 
artist's plaster and a true-to-life sculp- 
ture of the original drawing. There were, 
nonetheless, some key differences 
between the drawings and the finished 
product — the galvano that would be 
miniaturized into a coin.^o^ 

On April 19, 1973, the President of the 
United States signed a proclamation 
designed to coincide with the American 
Numismatic Association's celebration of 
the golden anniversary of National Coin 
Week. 505 From the standpoint of the 
bicentennial, the several paragraphs of 
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the proclamation designating the week 
beginning April 21, 1974 as National 
Coin Week 1974, were of real import: 

In honor of our Bicentennial year, 
we are changing the designs on the 
backs of three United States coins. 
The new designs were selected 
through competition among the 
Nation's sculptors and will appear 
on the backs of the dollar, half 
dollar and quarter. The double date 
1776-1976 will appear on the front of 
the three coins. 

When in circulation, these 
Bicentennial coins will reach every 
citizen and serve as reminders of 
our rich national heritage and con- 
tinuing dedication to freedom and 
self-government... 

Observance of National Coin 
Week will give all of us an oppor- 
tunity to reflect upon the designs, 
mottos, and symbols that appear on 
our coins. The word 'Liberty' has 
been inscribed on our coins since 
1792 as provided by the act directing 
our fledgling Nation to produce its 
own coins. Then, as now, the in- 
scription serves as a constant 
reminder of our most precious 
national possession, won for all of 
us in the American Revolution. .."so® ^ 

Part of the National Coin Week 
celebration Involved the designers of 
the new bicentennial pieces. They were 
invited to Washington to pick up their 
$5,000 prize in a presentation ceremony 
attended by Secretary of the Treasury 
designate William E. Simon. As part of 
the trip, they dined in the private dining 
room of Treasury Secretary George P. 
Shultz, who had begun the program

more than a year before; met with 
Presidential Counselor Anne L.

The day 
wound up with a tour of Capitol Hill and 
a meeting with the Senators and

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hibitions of revolutionary war regalia 
similar to that of Ahr's drummer boy.^o® 

At the Philadelphia Mint, all three 
men had the opportunity of viewing the 
transitional process of reducing the 
galvano to a working die. Their initials 
had already been added to the coins: 
JLA (Jack L. Ahr), SGH (Seth G. Hun- 
tington) and DRW (Dennis R. Williams). 

To outside observers, this may all have 
seemed the thrill of a lifetime packed 
into just a few weeks: the contest entry, 
the design competition, the journey to 
Washington following selection, a 
special tour of the White House, 
meetings with various Senators and 
Congressmen and the Secretary- 
designate of the Treasury, and finally 
viewing the transposition of the copper 
galvano into a steel-hard die. To the 
participants and their families it was so 
overwhelming that, for the most part, 
they simply didn't understand what all 
the fuss was about.^o^ 

Formal presentation ceremonies in 
Washington unveiled not only the win- 
ning designs, but also the designers. It 
was their first opportunity to really speak 
about their thoughts in designing the 
coins. Subsequently, they elaborated on 
them. 

Dennis Williams, for example, in- 
dicated that he had produced his sketch 
of a design as part of a college project. 
worked 15 hours on it after studying the 
design for a long time. Once I started, I 
just couldn't stop." The design that he 
studied was from a 1963 uncirculated 
Franklin half dollar that he had purchas- 
ed for $2.50,510 and from "dozens of 


photographs of the Liberty Bell and 
Moon. "511 

Seth Huntington, who seemed awe- 
struck at the White House, made few 
initial comments about the design. His 
wife, Marjorie, said however that at each 
stage in the design process, her husband 
became "more unsure of the design. "5i2 
Nonetheless, he was happy with the final 
product. 

jack Ahr, too, made h Is first comments 
about the design he had labored so long 
on. As his own worst critic, he said that 
he labored "long hours" over the facial 
features of the drummer boy, and really 
would have liked to continue working 
on refinements of it even as the galvano 
was being processed into a working 
die.513 

Design Controversy Erupts 

Hardly had the visit to the White 
House been complete when a minor 
controversy erupted over the design of 
Jack Ahr's quarter dollar reverse. It 
concerned the origin of the drummer 
which, on first appearance, looks as if 
it were modeled after the Archibald 
Willard painting "Spirit of 76. "51^ Ahr 
contends that his son, a junior high 
school student, served as the model for 
the drawing, but this is of little import.5i5 
So, too, it mattered little whether Ahr 
was pleased or displeased with the 
changes made by mint engravers in 
manufacturing the galvano from the 
retouched plaster. 5i6 
What is of interest, however. Is the 
acknowledgement that he had "per- 
sonally had trouble with the expression

and my plaster. It would be apparent 
when the original art is viewed that the 
head has been repainted and has a 
different texture and shading than the 
other detail of the design. It is also 
apparent comparing the original art and 
my plaster that I did not quite capture 
the expression of the original 

Of more serious consequences was a 
claim by artist William A. Smith that Jack 
Ahr had not been original in his work. 
Smith, who designed the eight cent 
stamp ''Rise of the Spirit of In- 
dependence, stated in a letter to 
Treasury Secretary Simon and Mint 
Director Brooks that "recognizing that 
there have been countless drawings and 
paintings of colonial drummers, I make 
no claim, of course, to exclusive rights to 
the subject matter, but Mr. Ahr has 

copied my drawing. 

Ahr responded that this was totally 
incorrect, and Mint Director Brooks 
noted in a letter to Smith that Ahr's 
design was "sufficiently original" to im- 
press the National Sculpture Society. 
What she might have added is that both 
designs do bear a striking resemblance 
to the Willard painting that Is now nearly 
a century old.si^ 

First Strikes in Philadelphia 

As the summer dragged on, passing 
the July 4 Independence celebration. 
Mint officials began to worry. In less 
than a year, they would have to begin 
delivery on bicentennial coinage for 
circulation, and in that same time frame, 
production of 45 million silver-clad 
bicentennial proof and uncirculated sets 
would have to be accomplished. 


Before the 1974 cent shortage in- 
tervened, mint officials had planned to 
use most of its spare production towards 
producing a surplus of quarter dollars — 
the one denomination of the bicenten- 
nial coinage denominations that saw 
active dally circulation throughout the 
United States. 

After the cent shortage, quarter 
production had to be curtailed, the West 
Point depository facility was engaged in 
production of coppers, and the sugges- 
tion of the Mint's General Counsel that 
1974 coinage production be continued 
into 1975 began to look more and more 
attractive. 

Nonetheless, the terms of the 
bicentennial coinage legislation seemed 
clear on their face and, unless the 
counsel's liberal interpretation of the 
intent of Congress was correct, mint 
officials could find themselves violating 
a direct mandate by producing non- 
bicentennial designs after July 4, 1975.^20 

All this worrying notwithstanding (for 
mint officials then were beginning to 
formulate plans to remedy the 
problem), plans were laid for a 
ceremonial trial strike to take place at 
the Philadelphia mint on August 12. At 
11 a.m. on August 12, with Seth Hun- 
tington, Dennis Williams and Jack Ahr 
watching. Mint Director Mary Brooks 
pressed the button that started the coin- 
ing presses. 521 

"Finally," said the normally quiet 
Huntington, "we've got something very 
tangible to show that this whole thing is 
not a dream." Added Dennis Williams, 
"The coin is a lot better than my original 

design. "522

No 1975 Quarters, Halves, Dollars Hint 

Production problems of the Bureau of 
the Mint began to manifest themselves 
as the summer of 1974 drew to a close. By 
early September, Mint and Federal 
Reserve officials seemed to think that 
the shortage of one cent pieces had 
been licked, but the price was a decline 
in the projected production of quarters 
— which the Mint and the Federal 
Reserve wanted to increase dramatically 
as a prelude to the introduction of 
bicentennial coin designs.523 

Ongoing discussions between Mint 
liason officers and the Federal Reserve 
were held, all in an attempt to find a 
solution to the problem that they believ- 
ed both would soon face: a shortage of 
upper-denomination coinage at a time 
when only bicentennial coinage-design 
quarters, half dollars, and dollars could 
be produced. 

By mid-September, Mint officials had 
reached a fundamental conclusion to 
the events that followed — that unless 
they were manufactured for the entire 
year, 1975-dated quarters, half dollars, 
and dollars couldn't effectively circulate. 
Not enough could be made, they would 
be low-mintage issues, and thus would 
be collectible items for both 
numismatists and the general public. 

Two alternatives were thus opened to 
the operational planners — make plans 
to continue 1975 coinage production 
beyond the July 4, 1975 deadline set by 
Congress, thus necessitating new 


legislation or the use of the propositions 
advanced by the mint's general 
counsel;”^ or taking an opposite ap- 
proach and continuing 1974 coinage 
production into 1975. 

Mint and Federal Reserve officials. In 
the final analysis, agreed that a date- 
freeze on 1974 quarters, half dollars and 
dollars — allowing their production into 
calendar year 1975 — coupled with 
Congressional legislation that would 
allow their manufacture after July 4, 
1975, was the best approach. They began 
to move toward that goa 1.^25 

Ford Receives Bicentennial Coins 

As the controversy swirled within the 
Treasury Department and the Federal 
Reserve as to what precise course of 
action should be taken to assure that the 
nation had an adequate supply of 
coinage for the years 1975-1976, another 
controversy was also going on in 
Washington. When it ended, Richard M. 
Nixon had resigned from the Presiden- 
cy, and Gerald R. Ford had become the 
38th President of the United States. 

And so it was that on November 13, 
1974, when Mint Director Brooks went 
to the White House Cabinet Room, the 
coin package that she carried was 
destined not for the rnan who sponsored 
the legislation and signed it into law, but 
to the first President of the United States 
not elected directly by the people. 

After lunching at the Treasury, Mrs. 
Brooks walked across the street where 
she was ushered into the Executive 
Mansion's cabinet room. At 1 :25 p.m., in 
the presence of the ARBA director John 
Warner, President Ford entered and a 
brief exchange of remarks was nnade 
prior to the presentation of the 
specimen set,^^

Secretary Simon Sends A Letter 

On November 20, 1974, Secretary of 
the Treasury William E. Simon wrote an 
important letter, drafted by the mint's 
counsel, which was addressed to both 
the Speaker of the House and the Presi- 
dent Pro Tempore of the Senate. The 
purpose of the letter — to change 
existing law and resolve the controversy 
ov^r the future of 1975 coinage. A draft 
bill was enclosed.529 

''The draft bill would amend Public 
Law 93-127 in two respects," Simon 
wrote. "First, the draft bill would grant 
the Secretary [of the Treasury] stand-by 
authority to continue minting for 
Issuance dollars, half-dollars and 
quarter-dollars bearing the current 
design and regular coinage date, along 
with the Bicentennial coins of these 
three denominations, until December 
31, 1975. 

"Second," he continued, "the 
proposed bill would amend Public Law 
93-127 by eliminating the statutory 
deadline of July 4, 1975, for minting 45 
million silver-clad coins... [and] 
[i]nstead, the time frame... would be left 
to the discretion of the Secretary of the 

Treasury. "530 

Senator William Hathaway, Democrat 
of Maine, and chairman of the ad hoc 
subcommittee on minting and coinage 
of the Senate Banking Committee, took 
charge of the draft legislation and in- 


troduced it as S.4204, using the exact text 
of the suggested draft bill sent by the 
Treasury. In part, it provided that the 
bicentennial legislation be amended to 
state that: . 

Nothing... prohibits the Secretary 
of the Treasury, when he deems it 
necessary to assure an adequate 
supply of coins to meet the national 
needs, from continuing the minting 
for issuance during calendar year 
1975 of dollar, half dollar and 
quarter-dollar coins bearing the 
design and coinage ... provided for 
In section 3517 of the Revised 
Statues, as amended. (31 U.S.C. 
324)531 

This was the portion designed to allow 
for a date-freeze to be selectively 
employed and for concurrent striking to 
be permitted of both bicentennial and 
1974-date quarters, half dollars, and 
dollars. 

The second section of the draft bill 
proved to be more of a problem. As the 
Treasury had worded it, "The first 
sentence of section 4 of Public Law 93- 
127 is amended by striking out 'July 4, 
1975,' and inserting in lieu thereof 'July 

4, 1976".532 

What resulted from this proposed 
change was something that the Mint and 
Treasury had never intended. The effect 
would have been to allow an extension 
of one year for the production of the 45 
million silver-clad coins, but also to 
delay for that same period their distribu- 
tion. "[T]he Secretary shall mint prior to 
July 4, 1975, for Issuance on and after 
such date, 45 million silver-clad alloy 
coins...," the relevant section of Public 
Law 93-127 read. 533 By merely sub- 
stituting one date for another, as S.4202 
and the Administration draft proposed, 
the minting would be extended until 
July 1976, and distribution (issuance) 
could not be done before then.

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Obviously, this is one production and 
storage headache that the Mint did not 
want, so the proposal was scotched and 
went back to the drawing boards. In the 
meantime, the 93rd Congress was slow- 
ly winding up business, as its mandate 
drew to a close. Now the key question 
that the Mint had to face was whether or 
not Congress would find time to act on 
its measure, and if not, how long into the 
new 94th Congress the delay would be. 

What finally happened, is of course, 
history. Typical of Its practice of taking 
final action on relatively insignificant 
measures in the waning hours of its 
session. Congress lumped the bicenten- 
nial coinage change — newly amended 
to allow for distribution of the silver 
coins after July 4, 1975, and allow for 
their minting into the nextcalendar year 
— in with a number of other non-related 
but equally essential changes into one 
bill. Passage was prompt (for all the 
changes were non-controversial) and on 
December 26, 1974, the change became 
law.s^-* 1974-dated quarters, half dollars 
and dollars would be struck in 1975; 
silver-clad bicentennial coins did not 
have to be fully produced until July 4, 

1976.535 

Final Chapter — A Cold Coin 

The final chapter of the tribute to 200 
years of freedom remains,atthls writing, 
unwritten. It involves a decision by the 
United States to strike a gold com- 
memorative piece in honor of the 
bicentennial. 

When the bicentennial coin proposals 
were first begun, it was illegal for 
Americans to own most types of gold. 
Since December 31, 1974, all that has 
changed. What would be entirely logical 
is for the Treasury or the Congress, in 
light of this policy shift, to now actively 
consider authorizing a gold coin. 

In making such a proposal, the objec- 
tions of Federal Reserve Board chairman 
Arthur Burns and those of the Treasury 
Department as articulated by then Un- 
dersecretary of the Treasury Paul 
^^-•Public Law 93-541, 88 Stat. 1739 (1974). 


Volcker536 must be kept in mind. This 
would, of necessity, mean that the coin 
would have to be struck as a collector's 
item only, without the Intent of cir- 
culating it. 

Ideally, a coin approximately the size 
of an old gold 10 franc piece, containing 
.09 troy ounces of .900 gold, could be 
given a nominal value of $25 and be sold 
at a $40 price to collectors. Totally 
authorized mintage might be 60 million 
pieces, not unlike the Hatfield proposal 
which passed the Senate in the middle of 
the bicentennial debates.537 

Gold for the bicentennial gold coin 
could come from the 276 million troy 
ounce stockpile stored at Fort Knox 
depository, and elsewhere. Even if all 60 
million pieces were manufactured and 
sold (giving the government a total 
earning of $2.4 billion), the total gold 
expenditure would be about 5.4 million 
troy ounces, or less than 2 per cent of 
the government's total gold stock. 

Whether or not such a coin will come 
to pass is little more than speculation. 
Suffice it to say that a substantial change 
in attitude and policy will be necessary 
before a gold coin could be proposed 
and acted upon by the Congress. 
Conclusion 

We have seen and traced the origin of 
America's bicentennial coin program. 
There were perils in every aspect of the 
proposals, near wrecks that threatened 
to derail the coinage before it was even 
introduced as legislation. This article 
could well have been subtitled ''The 
Coinage That Almost Wasn't." 

There are those who may be dis- 
satisfied with merely changing the 
reverse designs of three existing coins, 
those who complain that the one cent 
piece — as the coin achieving the 
greatest circulation — should have had 
its design changed. There are some who 
will even contend that the coinage 
design change does not reflect the 
heritage of our nation. 

Nonetheless, those who have follow- 
ed the progress of the bicentennial

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program throughout the United States 
must agree with the analysis that the 
coin program is one of the few 
successful aspects of the celebration. 
Moreover, those who have read this 
article carefully cannot help but come 
away with the feeling that we are indeed 
lucky to have the coins at all. 

At many turns, it was possible for the 
proposal to have been dropped in its 
entirety. After the Coins and Medals 
Advisory Panel recommended an across 
the board change, Mrs. Brooks could 
have well taken no action within the 
Treasury in favor of a modified proposal. 


After the amending action on the floor 
of the Senate, a Presidential veto of the 
private gold ownership provisions could 
have resulted had it not been for the 
skillful parliamentary maneuvering of 
Representative Leonor K. Sullivan in the 
House. 

The resulting bicentennial coinage, 
soon to be circulating and perhaps to be 
with us for a long time to come, is a 
tribute to 200 years of freedom. It is also 
a real tribute to the persistence of 
dozens of men and women — all the 
participants of every aspect of this story 
— who made the coin proposals reality.

ANA Governor (1971-73) Hancock pushed through ''get 
tough'" bylaws curbing selling of counterfeits and 
overgrading coins. His efforts to limit governors to two 
consecutive terms and "sitting out" one term before 
becoming candidate was defeated by the board. After 74 
years of talk about inaugurating coin authentication, Han- 
cock proposed at the August 26, 1965, ANA business 
meeting that a laboratory be established for coin registra- 
tion and authentication. Two years later, without response, 
he invited ANA and PNG boards to join OIN in establishing 
such a laboratory, or OIN would "go it alone." Result: Abe 
Kosoff (PNG), John Pittman (ANA), and Hancock (OIN) 
raised $60,000 to launch AN ACS. In 1966 he spearheaded a 
successful drive making OIN a "Section of ANA." In 1968, 
with the Texas Numismatic Association facing financial 
collapse, he reluctantly assumed presidency and rallied competent members for 
reorganizing finances. Established harmony, then resigned. Learning that the Hobby 
Protection Act couldn't even get a Congressional Committee hearing, Hancock 
contacted House Committee Chairman Harley Staggers and was promised early 
hearing February 28, 1973; then enlisted effective workers. The bill passed Congress 
and was signed into law by the President November 29, 1973. 

Resident of Houston's suburb of Bellaire, Hancock's a professional man turned 
manufacturer and inventor, holding 5 optical patents widely marketed. Has practical 
experience in day-to-day and long-range administration, sales, and advertising. He 
has been a civic leader, board chairman, president of a factory of 225 employees, and 
has experience wielding gavel at board and stockholders' meetings.

The following statement was sent in mid April to members of the House and Senate 
banking committees asking them to introduce or support bills providing for the 
striking of a gold commemorative for the U.S. Bicentennial. 

ANA Members are urged to join the bandwagon and write their respective 
representatives in Washington to enlist their support in the striking of a gold 
commemorative. 


A CALL FOR A COLD COIN 

FOR THE BICENTENNIAL OF AMERICAN INDEPENDENCE 

Since 7966, the members of the American Numismatic Association, in convention 
assembled, have reiterated a resolution that the board of governors be empowered to 
contact suitable Treasury and Congressional officials and members of the Bicentennial 
Commission to strongly urge the striking of the special coins to commemorate the 200th 
Anniversary of the signing of the Declaration of Independence. 

Now that the Treasury Department has amended its regulations permitting ownership 
of gold by the citizens of this country, it is strongly urged that a distinctive gold 
commemorative coin be struck to mark this most memorable occasion. The issuance of 
said coin, with appropriate design, would receive world-wide attention. This is especially 
important at this time for the inspirational message the coin could carry would go a long 
way in dispelling the dark cloud of uncertainty that hovers over all freedom-loving 
nations. 

It is very important to note that precedent for this issue was established by the Treasury 
Department in 1 926 with the issuance of a $2.50 gold coin to mark the Sesquicentennial of 
American Independence. The design featured was the symbolic figure of Liberty, holding 
in one hand a scroll representing the Declaration of Independence, and in the other, the 
Torch of Freedom. The reverse design bore a depiction of Independence Hall in 
Philadelphia. What a sad commentary it would be to our current times if this nation were 
unable to continue an established tradition of the issuance of gold coins to mark a 
freedom anniversary that has been the guiding example to those seeking liberty in all 
areas of our globe. 

Gold for the striking of these commemorative coins should come from the same supply 
that our government offered to sell earlier this year at public auction. The fact that there 
would be seigniorage as a result of producing a coin would mean added revenues for the 
Treasury Department and a return of more than the intrinsic value of the metal used. Thus, 
this would make the issuance of a gold coin doubly beneficial to the U.S. First, it would 
carry an inspiring message of hope at a time when it is needed and, secondly, it would 
provide a legitimate outlet for the gold bullion that our government now seeks to market. 

The issuance of a gold coin would provide the opportunity of U.S. citizens to hold 
something tangible and valuable as a memento of our most important anniversary. The 
issuance of such a coin has the strong support of the 33,000 members of the American 
Numismatic Association as well as the editorial endorsement of the numismatic press.

Most $10 Gold Counterfeits Dated After 1890 
Major Exception: 1799 

Just as pickpockets are intentionally inconspicuous, blending into crowds, most 
counterfeit U.S. gold coins are of the more common dates. The counterfeiters don't 
want their products to stand out as rare or unusual specimens. Rare coins are usually 
subjected to thorough examination when being bought or sold. A ''fence" is usually 
uncomfortable when peddling such material. 

Accordingly, most counterfeit $10 Counterfeit SlO's dated 1855 and 1880- 

gold pieces are dated between 1892 and S have been detected, and we have seen 
1932. 


The most notable exception to this 
rule is the 1799 Eagle. About three years 
ago a large quantity of counterfeits of 
this date were slipped into the United 
States. Of the thirty-five 1799 SlO's seen 
at ANACS, only fourteen are genuine. 


one 1877 $10 with an S mintmark remov- 
ed. All other pre-1891 Eagles examined 
through 1974 were found to begenuine.

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Saint Gaudens ten dollar gold pieces 
are more difficult to authenticate than 
many other types of U.S. coins. 
Numerous reductions were made 
between 1907 and 1932 on the 
Philadelphia Mint's newly acquired Jan- 
vier reducing machine, and these reduc- 
tions vary significantly in sharpness, 
relief and detail. Familiarity with the 
minor variations In the genuine coin 
dies is required to authenticate these 
coins accurately. 

While ANACS has seen few false gold 
Eagles prior to 1892, several (in addition 


to the 1799's discussed here ) are 
worthy of attention. 

The only false 1855 $10 received was a 
relatively crude copy, probably made in 
the nineteenth century. One modern 
counterfeit of good quality, dated 1881, 
San Francisco Mint, has been seen. 

Alterations (added or removed mint- 
marks, altered dates, removed mottoes) 
are seldom encountered in the ten 
dollar gold series. One 1877 specimen 
was found to have had its '‘S" mintmark 
removed. 


ANACS Questions and Answers 

Q. / have in my possession several coins which have been authenticated by your 
service. 

My question is technical. What do I have to do when I sell one of those coins beside 
completing the change of ownership^ 

Furthermore, after a couple of changes of ownership, there is no more room to 
assign the coin to somebody else on the back of the picture. Do we have to return it to 
you so that another picture is taken ^ 

A. ANACS, when notified, will record changes in ownership of coins which have 
been authenticated by ANACS. However, notice of ownership change is purely 
voluntary and not an ANACS requirement. 

The owner of a coin may use any method he desires to Indicate change of 
ownership — by bill of sale, written statement, etc. 

However, if the new owner wishes to obtain a new Certificate of Authenticity, he 
should return the old certificate to ANACS with his request for replacement. The 
charge for the new certificate is $1. If ANACS determines that the coin must be re- 
examined to confirm that it is the coin which was originally authenticated, the 
submittor will be advised. The fee for re-examination of the coin is 50% of the regular 
fee, plus postage and registry fees for return of the coin. 

Q. As a dealer specializing in Spanish-American coins, I sell more than 2,000 
pieces each year. Yesterday, a customer brought a coin to me which I sold him in 
February, saying that ANACS wouldn't certify it. hie asked fora refund and, of course, I 
gave it to him. 

After studying the coin carefully, I still believe it's genuine. I bought it from another 
dealer of excellent reputation, and he assured me it came from an old collection, hle's 
known the coin since 1953. 1 believe ANACS's opinion is wrong. What do we do now? 

A. ANACS staff and its consultants are aware that total accuracy in authentication 
is an unattainable goal. The opinion your customer received was based on the work 
done by consultants, and was concurred in by the ANACS staff. 

From its founding, ANACS has urged that anyone who has serious reason to believe 
that an opinion rendered by ANACS is incorrect should contact the Director of the 
Certification Service. If the staff can find any plausible reason to believe an error had 
been made, the owner will be asked to return the coin for further study. 

The likelihood of errors in authenticating U.S. coins is extremely small. The error 
rate in other numismatic fields is somewhat larger. Oriental coins (especially those of 
japan) have been most difficult to authenticate, and we are continuing to seek well 
qualified consultants in this area. We have one consultant for oriental coins, and 
another specializing in coins of China and Southeast Asia. Both of these consultants 
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will feel much more comfortable when a greater breadth and depth of expertise is 
developed in the oriental section of the ANACS consultant staff. 

Ancient coins are authenticated with respectable accuracy, and expertise in other 
areas is developing nicely. There remain several '"problem"' areas in the Spanlsh- 
American field. Mexican 1866 gold 20 pesos and 1931 5 centavo pieces are among 
them. 


Deceptive 1932-D Quarter Mintmark 

About twenty percent of the quarter 
dollars produced at the Denver Mint in 
1932 have the unusual mintmark shown 
here. In addition to the normal "D," this 
variety has a layer of metal which ex- 
tends above and to the right of the 
mintmark, higher than the field of the 
coin. 

When these mintmarks are examined 
at an angle under a microscope, a thin 
crack can usually be seen between the 
extending metal layer and the field. This 
condition is characteristic of the 
genuine coin; the gap does not 
necessarily indicate that the mintmark 
has been added. 

On a few occasions ANACS has seen 
added mintmarks having this "lip" of 
metal. The Certification Service will

Wary collectors buying 1909-S V.D.B. Cents commonly examine the mintmark with 
a magnifying glass, hoping that they will be able to recognize an alteration. Usually 
they give only a brief glance to the engraver's Initials on the reverse. 

At least one coin alterer is taking advantage of this carelessness among collectors. 
He is adding the "V.D.B." to genuine 1909-S Lincoln Cents. 

This alterer has been adding V.D.B.'s for several years, but recently ANACS has 
noted an increase in the number of his alterations submitted for authentication.

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Roman Coin Project 


Juniors — How many of you have an As of Antoninus Pius (138-161 AD), slightly 
platinated (a greenish oxidation usually adding value to an older coin) and measuring 
24 mm? If you have one (or a similar one), where did you get it? Possibly from your 
grandfather, or did you buy it, or did you earn it? It would be nice to have a 
grandfather who made a nice collection of ancient coins and thoughtfully gave you 
one. But everyone doesn't have a grandfather who is a numismatist. And it's nice to 
buy Roman coins, but all juniors can't raise money for such expenditures. However, 
all junior members of the ANA can earn up to four Roman coins, usually of different 
emperors, for doing those things in numismatics that come naturally. What are they? 
Talking, exhibiting, or writing on numismatics are just a few things. To get the whole 
story write to me, David R. Cervin, 6201 Adirondack, Amarillo, TX, 79106, and I will 


send you a Roman Coin Request Form. 

Now let's get back to that As of 
Antoninus Pius. Mike Flink, Raleigh, 
N.C., has one and earned it. He receiv- 
ed his certificate of completion for the 
YNCC for which he was awarded this 
fine ancient Roman coin. Previously he 
had already earned and received three 
Roman coins, so he now has four, none 
of which cost him anything except a lot 
of fun coupled with a bit of work. And, 
for the record, Mike is the second ANA 
junior to earn the peak number of four 
coins. Who was the first? Mark R.Topor, 
Pennington, N. J., as fully described in 
the April YNN. 

Are there any other four coin earners? 
Right now there is just one more, 
Timothy Chorvat, Chicago. Tim received 
an As of Severus Alexander (222-235) for 
successfully completing his YNCC. 
Preceding this he earned a Marcus 
Aurelius (161-180), a Cententionalis of 
Decantus (351-353) and another 
Centenionalis this time of Constantius II 
(337-381). It was for this latter coin that 
Tim achieved a pleasing first in the 
Roman Coin Project. Tim was president 
of the Peterson Coin Club (high school) 
and his was the first award under the 
category of club officer. 

So far we have discussed just the big 
four-time earners of Roman coins. Are 
there any lesser earners? You bet there 
are, and if you haven't got in on the ANA 


give-away program, then get busy 
before they run out of Roman Coins. 

First there is Jeffrey O'Connell, Ather- 
ton, California. Jeff exhibited his collec- 
tion of numismatic items pertaining to 
Benjamin Franklin. Jeff Is a member of 
the Peninsula Coin Club and he ex- 
hibited at a show sponsored by the 
Cupertino Coin Club. For exhibiting at a 
coin club other than his own, Jeff has 
earned a Gallerius (305-311). 

George Cuhay, Jr., Long Island ,N.Y., 
spoke to his high school class on how 
the mint makes a quarter and how to buy 
gold coins. His teacher made the adult 
verification and wrote very highly of his 
speaking ability. It is gratifying to 
observe how numismatics can tie-in so 
nicely with school work. George receiv- 
ed a Tetricus I (270-273), having 
previously earned a Gallerius (309-311). 

Add to the list of Roman coin earners: 
Joseph J. Kolodziej, St. Louis, Missouri; 
Peter Herdkamp and Albert W. Mays III, 
Melrose, Massachusetts; and Stephen E. 
Abraham, Gainesville, Florida. Albert 
Mays went that extra mile. He spoke to 
twenty-five junior high school students 
on the subject,''TheValue of Joining the 
ANA." So successful was his talk that ten 
students requested application forms! 

Juniors, did you see your name here? 
If not, it's your move next. 
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what's a nice '"EF" coin doing in a '"BU" two-by-two like this? 

Why, for about a $500 rip-off in the seller's favor, I suspect! This 1870 USA $3 gold 
piece was bought by a trusting soul who'd seen it advertised, and picked up his 
phone and ordered it via long-distance, as he'd done on several previous occasions. 
There's a federal statute covering '"fraud by wire" which. I'd think, would apply here. 

Now, please don't tell me that the buyer should have learned how to grade coins 
before he accepted this over-graded piece. Believe it or don't. I'd been buying coins 
for two years before anyone told me about grading. I'd just assumed I could believe 
what the seller told me and, in my case, I was just plain lucky to have fallen into the 
hands of Chicago's Ben Dreiske, Amsterdam's Leonard Forrer, Dayton's Jim Kelly, and 
San Francisco's Earl Parker, each of whom helped me put together my world trade 
coins collection. I'd been collecting for six years before Mexico's Carlos Gaytan told 
me that collectors' coins were being counterfeited. 

Now, back for a moment to this three-dollar piece which I'd think is of a no higher 
grade than "EF-plus" or "AU-minus" according to the drawing shown here, taken 
from page 176 of the third edition of A Guide to The Grading of United States Coins, a 
necessary text by Martin Brown and John Dunn (a book generally called Brown and 
Dunn). 

When the buyer of this coin learned about grading, and that "BU" sometimes 
means "buffed up" instead of "brilliant uncirculated," he wrote to the seller, not 

mentioning the coin's over-grading, and 
asked for what amount the seller would 
buy back the coin in view of today's gold 
price. The seller wrote back that he'd 
have to see the coin first. 

The buyer tells me that he then phon- 
ed the seller, explained that the coin is 
still in its original, still-stapled two-by- 
two, labeled "BU" and added, "It's 
marked "BU" and you certainly know 
what you mean by "BU" don't you?" 

To which the seller is said to have 
replied, "Oh, there're several different 
grades of 'BU'!" 

The coin's buyer, in all his unrealistic 
innocence, took the coin, got on a flying 
machine, landed in the seller's city, took 
a cab to the seller's office, and asked if 
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ABOUT UNCIRCULATED

the seller was in. Hearing that he was, the buyer introduced himself and asked 
''Well, may I see him?'’ 

In short order came back the reply, "I’m sorry, but he’s tied up all day and can’t see 
you.’’ 

The buyer, being a quiet, soft-spoken gentleman with a distaste for brawling, 
quietly left the seller’s office, grabbed a cab to the airport, and flew home. 

In my opinion, the seller was lucky that the buyer wasn’t an extrovert with a 
combative nature, else the buyer might have kicked down that private office door and 
the ensuing interview would’ve been interesting. 

Can You Detect Faked Grading? 

Most collectors, I’d say, do not own a grading book. And some who do have a 
grading text never have studied it to memorize the tell-tale points on the different 
denominations, different designs, for which to inspect for worn spots. That book can 
be your numismatic "Insurance policy.’’ 

What difference does a tiny worn spot make? All I can say is that most collectors 
want as perfect a coin as they can get and, if a truly uncirculated coin sells for $20, then 
an almost-uncirculated (AU) of that same denomination, same date, same mint, may 
sell for only $10. And an UNC coin at $100 could be only $50 if AU. 

You now understand why you should get a good, hand-held magnifying glass, one 
which magnifies 8 or 10 times, and examine carefully the high points on every coin 
offered to you. Don’t be bashful about taking your grading book with you when you 
go to buy a coin. If the coin’s not over-graded, the seller will be glad to have your book 
confirm his grading. 

You should ask some knowledgeable collector or dealer to show you the difference 
in surface appearance between a "whizzed’’ coin and an UNC, or of an AU. Also take 
your grading book along and ask to see the tiny worn spots of an AU coin, versus an 
UNC. You’ll be in for some surprises!

In the February 1975 issue of The Numismatist this column recognized the recent 
receipt of over sixty master dies and hubs used for the striking of United States military 
decorations and insignia. While it was noted that only one of the medals was, at that 


time, in your museum cabinet, it was not r 
the entire museum! Naturally, the hopev 
who would donate some of the missing 
could be prepared. 

The inventory of United States 
decorations, service medals and awards 
to civilians has now soared to ninety- 
three, thanks to the concern of RAR- 
COA of Chicago, and Dennis Forgue 
who brought a sizeable collection to 
Colorado Springs personally. The variety 
of medals is wide, their condition ex- 
cellent, and their significance great. 
Nearly half of them are military 
decorations, including several of the 
most highly prized awards such as the 
Army Medal of Honor, the old-style 
Navy Medal of Honor,the Distinguished 
Flying Cross, the Legion of Merit Com- 
manders badge, both the Bronze and 
Silver Star medals, and a Purple Heart. 

The service medals span over 100 
years, from the Navy and Marine Corps 
Civil War Medal to the Vietnam Service 
Medal. Contained in this group are the 
World War II Victory Medal as well as 
that for World War I with four clasps, the 
Navy Mexican Service medal and the 
Korean Service Medal, the Women's 
Army Corps Service Medal, the United 
Nations Service Medal, and dozens 
more. Civilian awards include three for 
Antarctic Service, three for the 
Merchant Marine, the Wartime Medal 
for Merit, and the Medal of Freedom. 
We are proud to have received this 
important donation. 

John R. Sinnock was also cited in the 
same article as one of our more il- 
lustrious medalists who numbers medals 
and decorations among his works. Mr. 
Sinnock is perhaps best remembered as 
the designer of the reverse of the 
Lincoln-lllinois Centennial Com- 
memorative half dollar, our ses- 
quicentennial coins of 1926, or the 
Franklin half dollar. In addition to hav-

/as expressed that there might be members 
items in order that an appropriate display 

ing been a prolific artist and sculptor, he 
also served as Chief Engraver of the 
United States Mint. Sketches, notes, 
notebooks and correspondence are im- 
portant adjuncts to the more obvious 
works by which he is remembered, and 
two weighty cartons have recently been 
received at the ANA which contain just 
this type of material. This wealth of 
material is rich in variety, extensive in 
scope. The donor was Louis DIugosz, 
and we are most grateful for the oppor- 
tunity to preserve these documents; we 
are also indebted to j. Eric Engstrom 
who, upon learning that realization of 
the gift was threatened, generously 
provided for its shipment to Colorado 
Springs. When a definitive biography of 
Mr. Sinnock is written the archives of the 
ANA will be a primary source of 
material. 

One of the most interesting of Mr. 
Sinnock's files is that pertaining to the 
reinstitution of the Purple Heart: first 
established on August 7, 1782 by General 
George Washington, it was revived by 
Congress nearly 150 years later on the 
200th anniversary of Washington's birth. 
The file contains correspondence of a 
then confidential nature (prior to the 
public announcement that the medal 
was to be revived) as well as several of 
the sketches tracing the development of 
Sinnock's creation; for it was his design 
which the Fine Arts Council accepted, 
his artistry that is now the Purple Heart. 
But one link remains to be placed in the 
chain of development from the artist's 
imagination to the enameled bronze 
badge suspended from a pansy colored 
ribbon — the plaster models. Where are 
they, and who has them? We certainly 
would like to have them to complete the 
record of this highly significant award.

Acknowledgments 
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■ A ''river'' on a printed page is a 
channel, perpendicular or sloping, of 
white space resulting from the align- 
ment of spaces between words in several 
lines. A not-outstanding example 
appeared in lines 6-9 on page 294 of the 
February issue of The Numismatist. 

Such rivers appear rather frequently 
in many forms of printing and you can 
find better examples than the one cited 
above. But a truly rare coincidence of 
word grouping occurred on page 14 of 
the January issue. Maybe you'd rather 
find it yourself than to have it pointed 
out. It does notinvolveanyerrorandyou 
don't have to read to find it — just look 
carefully. So far as I know, there is no 
name for such an odd happening. 

■ Certainly it is uncommon to find a 
major syndicated columnist, one who 
frequently explores the seamy side of 
the political realm, devoting most of his 
column to coins — rare coins. But jack 
Anderson did that in his article publish- 
ed April 21 in the Chicago Daily News. 

Headed "Are Congressmen Pinching 
Pennies?," it reported the dis- 
appearance of 14 of the 16 trial strikes 
(Anderson refers to them as "patterns") 
of 1973 aluminum cents. He stated that 
"Mrs. (Mary) Brooks passed out 16 
aluminum prototypes to the committee 
(Senate and House banking) members, 
so they could see what the proposed 
aluminum pennies would look like. 
That's the last she saw of all but two of 
the sample coins." 


Anderson quotes "experts" as saying 
the missing pieces are worth thousands 
of dollars. Maybe, but before buying 
one you should consider that the Secret 
Service might show an interest in ob- 
taining any of these valuable coins that 
come to its attention. Regardless of the 
value you might place upon it, the only 
thing the Secret Service would be apt to 
give you is a nonnegotiable receipt. 

■ A truck jackknifed on a busy in- 
terstate highway and scattered hay 
across both lanes of travel and the 
median strip. The local newspaper got a 
good picture of the traffic-stopping 
mess and reported that "A semi-trailer 
loaded with hay bails (sic) hit a guard 
rail...." The newspaper's masthead in- 
dicates its 103rd year of publication, but 
it still hasn't mastered English language 
spelling. 

■ Last December Coin World staff 
writer Tom DeLorey wrote a story titled 
"Early Book by Mint Assayers Contains 
Real Gold." The 62-page booklet was 
published late In 1849 by Jacob R. 
Eckfeldt and William E. DuBols, Mint 
Assayers, with the title New Varieties of 
Gold and Silver Coins, Counterfeit 
Coins, and Bullion; With Mint Values. 
"Mint Values" were simply bullion 
values. 

The ANA library has a copy of this 125 
year old booklet, donated several years 
ago by former ANA President J. Hewitt 
Judd. Originally it contained a small 
sample of California native gold con- 
taining a trace of oxide of iron that gave 
it a reddish color, together with a bit of 
the refined gold of a paler yellow color. 
These samples have been removed, 
regrettably, from our copy. 

In addition to a tabulation of the 
bullion value of numerous gold and 
silver coins (U. S., private issue and 
foreign), there are other Interesting 
tables and facts relating to coins. Surely 
you need to know that a cubic foot of 
fine gold weighs 17,540.755 troy ounces. 
Our copy is in the library's section of 
rare publications and may be used there 
only. 
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® Advantages of ANA Membership ® 

by George D. Hatie 

The advantages of ANA membership are numerous and quite often one is at a loss to 
recall many of them. In 1967 former President Matt H. Rothert compiled a list of the 
programs then in effect. In 1972 the writer prepared for the district representatives a 
summary that also included the many programs adopted since 1967. During the 
Round Table Meeting held last January In Colorado Springs, It was suggested that the 
summary be published in The Numismatist. Programs adopted since 1972 have been 
added. Although the summary may appear rather elementary, it will serve to 
familiarize new members with ANA programs and provide Information needed to 
obtain additional members and otherwise promote ANA. 


1. Official Publication 

The Numismatist, published monthly since 
1888 is included in the membership dues. It is 
well edited, fully illustrated and considered to 
be the outstanding publication exclusively 
devoted to all phases of numismatics. Issues 
now average 240 pages. Advertising Is 
accepted from members only, who must 
agree to abide by a very strict Code of Ethics. 

2. Annual Conventions 

Conventions are held annually and include 
a large bourse room bringing together the 
world's most noted professional numismatists 
from the United States and foreign countries, 
competitive and non-competitive exhibits, 
educational programs, the ANA Banquet, a 
club representatives breakfast, a district 
representatives breakfast, ladies activities, 
junior members activities, a several-session 
auction, meetings and social affairs of 
member specialty organizations (involving 
tokens, medals, paper money, etc.), excur- 
sions and various forms of entertainment of 
interest In the locality. In particular the 
Convention affords the opportunity of 
visiting with old friends and meeting new 
ones. 

3. Museum 

The museum Includes an extensive and 
ever-growing collection of coins, medals, 
tokens and paper money housed and dis- 
played in the ANA Headquarters in Colorado 
Springs. Members are most welcome to enjoy 
and study the exhibits on display and to 
examine all museum material for research 
purposes. 

4. Library 

ANA maintains the largest circulating 
numismatic library in the world, consisting of 
approximately 5,000 hardbound reference 
books in addition to over 50,000 booklets, 
periodicals and catalogs. Books and other 
library items are loaned to members without 
charge other than postage. 

5. Library Catalog 

The library catalog consists of a looseleaf 


sectionalized book, to be up-dated 
periodically by the addition of supplements 
and substitute pages. The catalog is available 
to members without cost. (Extra copies and 
copies supplied to non-members are sold for 
$25.) 

6. Affiliation with Other Numismatists 

Membership in the ANA provides a 
member with the opportunity of making 
contacts with approximately 33,000 members 
residing in the fifty states. District of Colum- 
bia, Canada and other foreign countries. It 
offers an entree for contacting and meeting 
collectors, dealers, authors, scholars, sculp- 
tors, government officials and people in all 
walks of life who are involved in numismatics. 

7. Credit Advantage 

Although ANA In no way guarantees the 
credit of its members, an ANA dealer or 
member will usually extend credit or send 
coins on approval to one who supplies his 
ANA membership number. 

8. Reprints 

ANA provides its members at nominal cost 
with paperback reference works consisting, 
for the most part, of articles that appeared in 
serialized form in The Numismatist over the 
years. The average reprints sell at prices 
ranging from 25c to $2 each, postpaid. The 
current list Includes eighty titles covering 
every major topic of numismatics. ANA has 
available for purchase three hardbound 
books containing selected articles from prior 
issues of The Numismatist and also back issues 
of The Numismatist and other publications. 

9. Free Booklets For New Members 

Each new member receives without charge 
a copy of the 48-page Introduction to 
Numismatics and a Dictionary of Numismatic 
Terms. 

10. Club Publication 

All of the member clubs receive the month- 
ly Club Bulletin, an illustrated booklet con- 
taining news Items of special interest to 
numismatic associations. Individual members 
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will also receive the Club Bulletin upon 
written request. 

11. Audio-Visual Educational Program 

ANA loans 35 millimeter slide sets and 16 
millimeter sound movies on various aspects 
of numismatics for use at member club 
meetings. There were approximately 900 
showings during the past fiscal year. 

12. Additional Club Services 

The Association, through its club represen- 
tatives and in other ways, is always available to 
render assistance to member clubs in their 
programs and activities. ANA has adopted an 
award program in the form of a certificate 
furnished to member clubs without charge 
for speakers and exhibitors at club meetings. 
Past president medals and ribbons for coin 
show awards are provided at approximate 
cost. 

13. Complaints Procedure 

Any member who has evidence of any 
improper conduct on the part of another 
member (such as dishonesty, counterfeiting, 
overgrading, slander, misrepresentation or 
other improper or Illegal activities) may make 
a complaint to ANA and any matters not 
resolved by the executive director will be 
presented to the board which will expel or 
suspend the guilty member or take other 
disciplinary action against him if warranted by 
the evidence. Although the ANA does not act 
as a collection agency, the filing of a justified 
complaint usually results in obtaining prompt 
satisfaction from the accused member. A 
member also has the opportunity of filing 
objections to membership applications. 

14. Code of Ethics 

The Association has a Code of Ethics bind- 
ing on each member and outlining prin- 
ciples of moral conduct that collectors and 
dealers are required to follow. A breach of the 
Code is considered cause for disciplinary 
action by the board of governors. 

15. ANACS 

ANA maintains the American Numismatic 
Association Certification Service In 
Washington, D.C. to which coins may be 
submitted for an expert determination as to 
their authenticity. Certificates of authentica- 
tion are issued. In order to combat 
counterfeiting, this service Is available to the 
general public, but ANA members are en- 
titled to a fee discount of ten per cent. 

16. Grading Board 

ANA is in the process of studying the 
establishment of a board to which members 
may submit coins and other numismatic items 
for an opinion as to their condition on the 
basis of uniform grading standards. There is 
every reason to believe that this much- 
needed program will be adopted. 


17. Counterfeiting, Overgrading, Coin 
Processing and Reproductions 

ANA is concentrating on a fight against the 
above evils through ANACS, the complaints 
procedure, the endorsement of worthwhile 
legislation and the enforcement of stringent 
by-law provisions by way of expulsion or 
suspension of guilty parties. ANA officials are 
on the alert to report any issuance of replicas 
contrary to the provisions of the Hobby 
Protection Act. 

18. Reward Program 

Rewards up to $5,000 each are paid by ANA 
to those furnishing information leading to the 
arrest and conviction of persons responsible 
for robberies, thefts or deaths in connection 
with crimes committed against ANA 
members. 

19. Government Representation 

ANA endorses legislation beneficial to the 
numismatic fraternity. Officers of ANA visit 
with representatives of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, Members of Congress and various 
Federal, state and local officials for the benefit 
of the hobby and science of numismatics. 

20. Young Numismatists Program 

Special activities are provided for members 

under eighteen years of age at the annual 
ANA convention. Exhibit, literary and other 
incentive awards are given. A special publica- 
tion is issued entitled The Young 
Numismatist. A correspondence course for 
young numismatists Is in operation. 

21. Comprehensive Numismatic Insurance 
Plan 

Members may purchase comprehensive 
theft, fire and extended coverage Insurance 
for their collections, tailored to suit individual 
requirements, with premiums scaled accord- 
ing to both value and safeguards taken to 
prevent theft. 

22. Dealers/Exhibitors Coin Insurance Plan 

This plan provides low cost, all risk in- 
surance for an exhibitor while hiscoinsareon 
display at a numismatic convention and in 
transit. It also provides a dealer with such 
protection with respect to items at his place of 
business, in transit, and at a numismatic 
convention. 

23. Hospital Money Plan 

This program affords low cost supplemen- 
tal hospitalization insurance for the 
members. 

24. Life Insurance Plan 

This plan provides low cost, group term life 
Insurance to members underage 55 who have 
been working full time for the previous 90 
days and who have not been hospitalized 
during the prior six months. Except for those 
qualifications, the policy will be given 
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regardless of the member's past health history 
or present physical condition. 

25. Coin Club Liability Insurance Plan 
This insurance protects a club with respect 

to liability for bodily injury, property damage, 
defamation of character, false arrest and 
similar occurrences in connection with coin 
club shows and other activities. 

26. Seminar 

ANA conducts an annual numismatic 
educational seminar in Colorado Springs 
each summer, providing excellent instructors 
and furnishing food and lodging at a very 
nominal expense. 

27. Foreign Language Service 

If a member's collecting activities involve 
correspondence with numismatists in other 
countries, ANA will provide translation ser- 
vice for a small fee. 

28. Judges Familiarization and Certification 
Program 

This program, held during each ANA Con- 
vention, is Intended to establish a nation- 
wide body of fully trained and competent 
certified judges for the annual ANA conven- 
tion and to make such judges available for 
regional, state and local conventions. 

29. National Coin Week 

ANA sponsors annually National Coin 
Week, designed to promote numismatics. 
Individual numismatists and numismatic 
clubs participate In all areas. 

30. Numismatic Flail of Fame 

This shrine, giving recognition to outstand- 
ing numismatists, whether members or not, 
is housed in the ANA Headquarters. 

31. Membership Awards 

Silver and gold medals are presented to 
members who have respectively completed 
25 and 50 consecutive years of membership. 


32. Farran Zerbe Award 

This award is presented at the annual 
convention to a member in recognition of 
distinguished service and is regarded as the 
highest honor bestowed by ANA. 

33. Medal of Merit 

These beautiful silver medals are presented 
at the annual convention to persons render- 
ing outstanding services to ANA and the 
science of numismatics. 

34. Fleath Literary Awards 

Each year all articles published in The 
Numismatist are judged on their merits by an 
impartial committee, which selects the 
winners of first, second and third awards and 
announces at least five honorable mentions. 

35. Exhibit Awards 

Members are afforded the opportunity to 
exhibit their numismatic material at the an- 
nual convention and to compete for hand- 
some first, second and third place awards in 
14 categories (with an additional junior 
category). Medals are also given to every 
exhibitor who does not receive an award. 

36. Additional Awards 

At each convention the ANA gives an 
award to the outstanding sculptor of the year 
and to the outstanding club representative. 
Awards are to be given in 1976 to members 
obtaining the largest number of new 
memberships and to the ANA member or 
members who design the annual convention 
medal. 

37. Medals, Etc. 

Low-priced silver and bronze membership 
medals, buttons, jewelry, stationery and other 
items bearing the ANA seal or otherwise 
identified with ANA are available to the 
members.

We are again this year extending an invitation to all publishers and authors to 
exhibit their books at the ANA convention In Los Angeles, August 19-24, 1975. The 
ANA will furnish a table for display purposes and we ask that the books be recently 
published numismatic works, that they be mailed to the convention by the 
contributor, and that all volumes be donated to the ANA library at the conclusion of 
the convention.

VISIGOTHS OF SPAIN 



Jutland was a peninsula comprising a portion of Denmark from which originated 
the Germanic or Teutonic race first mentioned in the fourth century B. C. The Goths 
were one of the tribes of the Teutonic race who invaded and settled parts of the 
Roman Empire in the third to the fifth century, and the Visigoths were the westerly 
division of the Goths which formed a monarchy in the southern part of France and in 
Spain in 418 A.D. 

The coinage of this part of Western Europe was at first anonymous imitations of 
Roman coinage until the year 575 when King Leovigild, perhaps the most outstanding 
of the Visigoth kings, achieved some independence from Rome and Byzantium 
dictum and struck coins bearing his name. Thus evolved an interesting epoch in the 
history of coinage of Western Europe. 

These Visigoth kings, of which there were eighteen, struck coins in as many as 
seventy-nine mints, yet coins of this period remain rare and there are no complete 
collections in existence. 

For research and reading on the coinage of the early Visigoth kingdom and that of 
King Leovigild and his successors, you may read the following books from the ANA 
library, available on loan to ANA members:

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Freedom Train Bicentennial Medal 



The American Freedom Train Foundation, Inc., a non-profit organization, Bailey's Crossroads, 
Va., commemorates the start of the first official national bicentennial program by the release of a 
limited edition medal. April 1. 

The 25-car, steam-powered American Freedom Train will begin a 21 month, 17,000 mile tour of 
more than 80 cities In 48 states April 1-4 in Delaware, the first state to ratify the Constitution. 

An estimated 10 million people are expected to board the train's unique moving walkway to 
see innovative multi-media presentations of 200 years of U.S. art, architecture, entertainment, 
exploration, government, inventions, literature, science, sports and transportation. 

The train will display the nation's historic treasures, like the Declaration of Independence, 
Franklin's draft of the Articles of Confederation, Washington's copy of the Constitution and 
more than 500 other documents, artifacts, films, medals, models, bank notes, replicas and 
memorabilia gathered from more than 200 museums, libraries, universities and private 
collections In 36 states and Puerto Rico. 

All royalties from the sale of the medals will go to the foundation to help defray the costs of the 
nationwide tour. 

The obverse of the medal features a 425-ton Southern Pacific daylight class steam engine 
donated by the city of Portland, Ore., to power the 2100 ft. long train. The giant Iron Horse, with 
its famous 4-8-4 wheel configuration, had been a city monument in Portland before it was 
restored for the bicentennial journey. 

The reverse design depicts an 18th century Minuteman, superimposed on the original 13 star 
flag, grasping a common flagpole with a 20th century astronaut, superimposed on a 50 star flag. 
The American Freedom Train logo appears at the bottom of the reverse to authenticate the 
medal's official status. 

The high-relief limited edition medal will be struck in solid gold, gold vermeil, silver and 
bronze. The solid 18 kt. gold edition, 1 1/4 inches in diameter, is limited to 500 individually 
numbered specimens at $400 each. 24 kt. gold on pure silver vermeil specimens of the 2 1/2 
inches medal is limited to 1000 individually numbered pieces at $100. The 2 1/2 inches .999 fine 
silver edition is limited to 5000 individually numbered specimens, with an antique patina finish, 
and priced at $70. 2 1/2 inches antique bronze, high-relief medals are limited to the number of 
medals sold by July 4, 1976, marking the train's arrival in Philadelphia to commemorate the 200th 
anniversary of the Declaration of Independence. A smaller, 1 1/2 inch coin-relief bronze medal 
is available at $2.50 in an edition limited by demand In the more than 80 cities the train will visit. 
The smaller medal edition is available only at the train site. 

The limited edition medals are available by mall from the official medalists, Medallic Art 
Company, Old Ridgebury Rd., Danbury, CT 06810. Collectors ordering by mail should add $1.25 
for gold, vermeil or silver medals and 75 cents for a bronze medal to cover costs of Insurance, 
postage and handling. 

The official medal was designed by Marcel jovine, noted Closter, N.j. sculptor and industrial 
designer. Jovine has created more than 50 medals and is noted for his American and western 
motifs. 
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CANADA — New Fifty Dollar Note Announced ... 

The fifth in the new series of Canada's currency - the fifty dollar denomination - was 
released to chartered banks at Bank of Canada Agencies across the country on March 
31st, 1975. The new note became available in most chartered bank branches shortly 
thereafter. 

As was announced when the new series of notes was initiated, the design of the new 
$50 note includes an engraved portrait of William Lyon Mackenzie King. The scene on 
the back shows the Dome Formation from the Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
Musical Ride. The dominant color of the new note is red. 

Other features of the new $50 note are similar to those of the $20, $10, $5 and $1 
bank notes already issued, including the Canadian coat-of-arms in color and more 
extensive use of colour and higher relief of the engraved areas than in notes of the 
1954 series. 

As there has been some counterfeiting of the outstanding $50 notes, it is desirable 
that they be replaced by the new series as soon as possible. Banks are therefore being 
asked not to re-issue $50 notes of the 1954 series but to withdraw them from 
circulation regardless of their condition. 

ISRAEL — Official 1975 Mint Set Issued ... 

The 1975 official mintmarked set has been minted by the Bank of Israel especially for 
collectors, with all six denominations in a uniform silver-like color, mintmarked with a 
tiny Star of David. 

In view of the limited quantities available, a maximum order of one set per 
subscriber will be accepted. 

The mint set contains a 1 agora coin, a 5 agorot coin, a 10 agorot coin, a 25 agorot 
coin, a half-lira coin, and a1 lira coin. The motifs are inspired by ancient Hebrew coins 
which feature the seven species mentioned In the Bible and by vessels from the 
Temple of Jerusalem. 

1 agora — Three ears of barley: pruta coins of Agrippa 1 (43 CE). 1 gr. 
Aluminum. Scalloped edges. 

5 agorot — Three pomegrantes: motif appearing on a frieze from Capernaum 
Synagogue (3rd Century). 2.3 g. Cupronickel. Plain edge. 

10 agorot — Seven branched palm tree: Roman 'Judaea Capta' (70 CE) and Bar 
Kokhba Revolt coins (132-5 CE). 5 gr. Cupronickel. Plain edge. 

25 agorot — Three stringed lyre: silver dinars and bronze coins of the Bar 
Kokhba Revolt. 6.5 gr. Cupronickel. Plain edge. 

Half-lira. Seven branched candelabrum (menorah) of the Emblem of the State: 
bas relief of the Arch of Titus, Forum of Rome, depicting spoils from the 
Jerusalem Temple destroyed in 70 CE. 6.8 g. Cupronickel. Milled edges. 

1 lira — Three pomegrantes in stage between flower and fruit: shekels of the 
War of the Jews against Rome (First Revolt, 66-70 CE). 9 gr. Cupronickel. Milled 
edges.

Other members of 
the club also participated. 

This is the 51st anniversary of National 
Coin Week and a great number of 
programs, exhibits, lectures and other 
features took place throughout North 
America and even other areas of the 
world.

Charles L. Andes Award 

The Franklin Mint has established a 
special award for excellence in the ex- 
hibition of medallic art which will be 
presented each year at the annual ANA 
convention, it was announced by 
William F. Krieg, vice president of 
Collector Relations of The Franklin 
Mint. 

The award will be presented for the 


first time at the 1975 ANA Convention in 
Los Angeles, August 19-25. 

Named for Charles L. Andes, chair- 
man of the board and president of 
Franklin Mint Corporation, the award 
was created to honor the ANA member 
who exhibits the finest display of private 
mint issues dated after 1960. The win- 
ning exhibit will be chosen by a panel of 
ANA members who are qualified ex- 
perts In medallic art and history. 

The Andes award will include a 
plaque from the ANA, a $100 prize 
presented by The Franklin Mint and a 
special 22 karat solid gold medal struck 
by the mint. The medal will measure 
57mm 2-1/4 inches in diameter and will 
contain approximately seven troy 
ounces of 900/1000 fine gold. It will be 
engraved with the name of the winning 
exhibitor. 

To be eligible for the competition, 
exhibitors must be 18 years of age or 
older and must also be members of the 
ANA. The winner of the Andes award 
will qualify to compete for the “Best in 
Show” award at the annual convention, 
as will the winners of other exhibit 
categories. 

The medal will be presented to the 
winner by Mr. Andes at a private recep- 
tion, hosted by The Franklin Mint, 
following the ANA awards ceremonies. 

Traditionally The Franklin Mint has 
struck three special medals for presenta- 
tion at past ANA conventions. This year 
these medals will also be struck in 22 
karat solid gold. In addition tothe Andes 
award medal. 

These special medals include: the 
Segel Literary Award, named for the 
founder and former president of The 
Franklin Mint, Joseph M. Segel, which is 
presented by the Token and Medal 
Society for outstanding literary achieve- 
ment in the field of tokens and medals; 
the ANA Numismatic Art Award, 
presented for excellence in medallic 
sculpture; and “A Salute to the 
American Numismatic Association” 
medal, presented by the mint for inclu- 
sion in the ANA archives. 

Schufman Resigns 

On April 7, 1975, Hans M. F. Schulman 
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announced his resignation as president 
of Schulman Coin and Mint, Inc., and is 
no longer affiliated with the firm in any 
capacity. 

In a move to strengthen the New York 
City numismatic organization, Jed L. 
Hamburg was elected president of the 
company by the board of direaors, and 
assumed the position of chief executive 
officer, while Dr. Robert Obojski has 
been appointed as director of the 
numismatics division. Obojski, who has 
been associated with Schulman Coin and 
Mint as a consultant since 1967, is well 
known in the world of numismatics by 
having written books and articles on all 
aspects of coins, medals and banknotes. 

The company also announced that 
Gerald L. Bauman has been appointed as 
director of the U. S. Coin and Bullion 
Division. Bauman, a veteran numismatist 
with more than 15 years experience in 
the field, is expected to strengthen the 
company in the entire area of U. S. coins. 
One of Bauman's specialties is the 
detection of counterfeit coins. 

Vincent Del Grosso, who has been 
with the company for more than three 
years, will continue to work in all areas 
of foreign coins and to represent the 
firm at the major numismatic conven- 
tions. 

Schulman Coin and Mint moved to its 
present location at 40 West 57th Street 
(New York, N. Y. 10019) last March 24th. 
the new quarters feature a street level 
retail store. The company's inventory, 
which was previously underthesupervi- 
sion and control of Hans M. F. 
Schulman, is presently undergoing 
detailed examination and audit. 
Schulman Coin and Mint is a publicly 
owned company with its shares being 
traded over the counter.

4) A careful description of all legends 
and devices, including artist's 
names and Initials. Any engraving 
should also be carefully copied. 

5) Any information about the in- 
dividual or organization responsi- 
ble for Issuing the medal. 

Those aiding in the research for this 
catalog will have their names listed as 
contributors, unless there is a request 
for anonymity, which will be honored. 
Due to the large amount of research 
necessary for such a work (Julian has 
already researched more than one- 
quarter million pages of documents) it 
may not be possible to acknowledge all 
replies, but he will appreciate any scrap 
of information on any medal on the list 
to follow. In the list the names of the 
medals or issuers are sometimes vague, 
but this is the best that can be obtained 
from the researched records. Unless 
otherwise noted, only medals of gold, 
silver, or bronze were struck at the 
mints. Please do not send the actual 
medals to Julian, only information!

Israel’s Biblical Birthright Commemorated 

The most vital symbol of the heritage of the Jewish people has been rendered in medallic art 
form by The Judaic Heritage Society and is being issued by the society on the occasion of Israel's 
27th Anniversary of Independence. 



The medal ''Jacob and the Angel," sym- 
bolizes the biblical origin of the name 
"Israel," which means "he who prevails with 
God." Jacob was given the name "Israel," 
after he struggled through the night with an 
Angel of God, as told in Genesis 32. To mark 
for all time this historic occasion of the birth 
of the name "Israel," The Judaic Heritage 
Society commissioned Karen Worth to sculpt 
the scene of Jacob wrestling with the Angel. 

In addition to being the first and only medal 
to mark the biblical origin of the name 
"Israel," "Jacob and the Angel" is unique in a 
number of other ways. The medal's two-inch 
size makes it the first of some two hundred 
medals issued by The Judaic Heritage Society 
to be larger than 39 millimeters, the 11/2 inch 
format of all the society's previous medals. It 
is the first of all the society's medals to be 
created in high relief, in contrast to the low 
"coining" relief of previous issues. It is the 



first of the society's medals to have a patina 
(antiqued) finish, thereby allowing It to be 
handled freely. It is the first of the society's 
medals to be struck In fine silver (.999) and 
also the heaviest, 2.75 oz. (1320 grains). It is 
also the first medal created by the society to 
be struck in solid 24 karat gold. 

Because of the many gold coin and medal 
offerings in different karat golds, sometimes 
given in grams, sometimes in ounces, the 
society has a comparison chart in its offering 
brochure. The chart converts recent offerings 
to a common denominator of "cost per gram 
of 24 karat (pure) gold." Collectors thus have 
a yardstick to evaluate the gold content of the 
differing offers. 

The limited edition mintages of "Jacob and 
the Angel," are: 1000 medals in 24 karat solid 
gold, 1 1/4 inches diameter — $430; 2500 
medals in fine silver (.999) two-inch diameter 
— $49.50; 5000 medals in solid bronze, two- 
inch diameter — $10.

Brad Mills

April 15 marked the abrupt end to the 
life of Brad Mills, 77, coin columnist for 
the Dallas (Tex.) Morning News, as he 
and his sister suffered a traffic accident 
near jay, Oklahoma. 

Oklahoma authorities said Mills was 
riding with his sister, Mrs. Adeline 
Shetley of Pryer, Okla., when their car 
failed to complete a turn, crashed 
through a fence and hit a tree. Both 
persons were taken to a local hospital 
where Mills died. 

Mills, who was general chairman of 
the 1953 ANA convention in Dallas, was 
a past president of the Dallas Coin Club 
and a member of the Texas Numismatic 
Association. In 1967 he served on the 
Assay Commission, having been ap- 
pointed by President Lyndon Johnson. 


He was a charter member of the Dallas 
Press Club and a life member of Sigma 
Delta Chi, a professional journalism 
fraternity. During his career. Mills 
authored more than 1,000 articles on 
coin collecting that appeared in 
numerous publications, including 
Numismatic News Weekly and Coins 
Magazine. 

A resident In Dallas since 1941, he was 
an employee of the Gulf Publishing Co. 
of Houston before becoming the ex- 
ecutive vice president of the Oil Well 
Contractors Association in 1956. 

Funeral services were held April 18 in 
the Fentress Funeral Chapel In Fort 
Smith. Ark. Burial was in Roselawn 
Cemetary in Fort Smith. Survivors in- 
clude his widow Mrs. Connie Mills, his 
daughter Mrs. Betty Good, both of 
Dallas, and two sisters. 
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Rockefeller Inaugural Medal 



An official medal commemorating the inauguration of Nelson A. Rockefeller as Vice President 
has been announced by Sen. Mark O. Hatfield of Oregon, chairman of the Special Inaugural 
Medal Committee. 

The Medallic Art Company, of Danbury, Conn., was selected as the official medallist following 
competitive presentations by various private mints. The firm has previously struck ten official 
inaugural committee medals, including both the Ford Vice Presidential and Presidential medals. 

All of the royalties from the medal sales will be donated to non-profit organizations yet to be 
designated. 

Hatfield said the committee had selected Frank Eliscu, of Easton, Conn., former president. 
National Sculpture Society, to create the portrait of Vice President Rockefeller for the obverse of 
the medal. Eliscu was selected from among a number of sculptors who submitted more than 20 
designs and plaster casts for use as the official medal. 

Eliscu is noted for his sculpture in the round, medallic sculpture, slate carvings and heroic bas 
reliefs. His work includes the Presidential Eagle for President Ford's oval office and recently the 
reverse of the official inaugural medal for President Ford. 

The obverse of the medal features Eliscu's highly-stylized three-quarters profile of 
Rockefeller. The reverse design depicts an American eagle landing on a rocky crag, continuing 
Eliscu's fascination with the power and stateliness of an eagle in flight. 

Hatfield said the official medals for Rockefeller will be struck in high relief and will be available 
in only three metals, all with an antique patina finish. The solid 18 kt. gold edition will be limited 
to 1500 medals, 11/4 in. in diameter, at $425. The .999 fine pure silver edition will be limited to 
5000 medals, 2 1/2 in. in diameter, at $75. Traditional bronze medals, 2 3/4 in. in diameter, will be 
available at $12.50 in an edition to be determined by demand. Insurance, postage and handling is 
an additional $3 for the gold medals, $1.20 for silver and 75 cents for bronze. 

Collectors desiring the official medals may order them directly from the Inaugural Medal 
Committee, Suite 500, 1700 Pennsylvania ave., N.W., Washington, D.C. 20006. 

Participating in the distribution of the Medal will be the International Numismatic Agency, 
New York City; Coin & Currency Institute, New York City; Danbury Mint, Westport, Conn.;' 
Superior Stamp & Coin, Los Angeles; and Presidential Coin & Antique Co., Alexandria, Va. '

George Rogers Clark, Conqueror of the Northwest, is honored on the fourth medal issue of 
the medal series entitled INDIANA AND THE BICENTENNIAL, to be issued by the Indiana State 
Numismatic Association (C-31217) at their 17th annual convention on June 6, 7 & 8, 1975 in 
Indianapolis, Indiana, hosted by the Capital City Coin Club. In an effort that is unique for a 


state numismatic (coin collectors) organization, 
consisting of five medals, issued annually. 

Clark's explorations provided the foun- 
dation for the region between the Mississippi 
and Allegheny rivers, an area which included 
Indiana, being ceded to the U.S. by the British 
in 1783, giving the U.S. legitimate claim to 
these lands.
